"Now, to the end that this prohibi- 
tion shall be anirctaally accepted, as a 
part of the International law, btaidlng 
alike the conscitin<' and practice of 
tifltlons, tbe signatory powers declare 
their assent to such pn)hlbltlon, agree 
to Me bound tliereby between tbem- 
setvea, and Invite all other dvUlaed 
nations to adhere thereto." 

The resolution dealing witli piratical 
Httacks on mercliant vessels reads: 

"The signatory powers, desiring to 
hMore the en forc e ment of the homane 
i iiies of existing law declared by thera 
with resj>ect f"> attack^ upon and the 
seizure and destruction of merchant 
iiUpi^ fnrtber declare ttiat any person 
in Che service of any power who shall 
violate any of these rules, whether or 
not such person 1b under orders of a 
covemmental superior, shall be 
doMoed to have violated tbe laws of 
war. and «hall be Hahle to trial and 
;iii«!shn)enl as If for an act of piracy 
and iiitiy be brought to trial before the 
<A\'i\ or ratlitary authorities of any 
power within the Jurisdlctieo of which 
he BMy be fond.** 

^Vhlle primarily the foregoing reso- 
lution refers to submarine command- 
ers. It was made clear by official 
ipsfcsHMB that it applies with equal 
fsree ta the oSeer la Aarce of any 
vessel whose conduct cornea within the 
scope of the rule. For sample, the 
commander of a surface vessel acting 
as a cooMMroe raider, who did not

Washington, Jan. 9. — The Japanese 
and Cliinese delegates, after a linal 
leugtliy session, gave np ail hope of 
reachtef an agrecaawit an the terms 

of the return of the Klaochou- 
Tsinanfu railway and brought to an 
end their conversations on the Shan 
tung question. Restorutlon of the 
railway to China is the very iNart of 
the whole problem. 

Secretary Hughes and Arthur Bal- 
four, under whose offer of good oflices 
the negotiations had been carried on. 
were called in by both delegations 
to mediate. Mr. Hughes and Mr. Bal- 
four, It was announced by Mananao 
ilaniliara. of the Jaictnese delegation 
will nieei with the two delegations 
.Monday. 

Mr. Haoibara suted that bis delega- 
tion made Its final propo sa l. Tbe 

terms of this proposal, he declared, 
ie|>resented the full length to which 
instructions from Tekpa penattted 
them to go. 

Under these tenaa, tttle to the rail- 
way would be transferred to China 
in return for cash payment to be 
iiiade out of a loan accepted from 
Japan. Tbe lean would run for 15 
years, but wMh an o ptla a ta China to 
ttuy it off any tine after five and a 
half years. Japan would retain con- 
ti-«>l of the manageiuent of the line 
ilirough the retention of Japanese na- 
tionals as tralBc managers and chief 
accountant. Tbe demand for diief 
engineer was relinqnlsbed: 

C;hina has inslste<l upon acceptance 
of cash payment witiiout involving a 
loan from Japan. She made an alter- 
native ofler, however, to make the 
I Moments In Installments extending 
over a |»eriod of 12 years, with an 
.iI>tion to pay all of the balance any 
lime after three years. The alterna- 
tive proposal likewise did not ladode 
areeptanee of a Japanese loan. 

Mr. Hnnlhara asserted that the pro- 
posed retention by Japan of a financial 
interest and operating control of the j 
railway were necessary to protect j 
JapaMVe Interests In the territory 
servefl by the rood. He pleaded, loo, j

This lesaoo story proves Elijah to 
have been a man of like passions a& 
we are (Jas. 5:1T). 

1. Elijah'a Flight (vv. 1-14). Upon 
Ahab's return from the excitement on 
Mount Carmel, be told his wife all 
that Elijah had done— tliat even all 
her prophets had been hewn to pieces 
by the sword. TIds so enraged her 
that she sent a tnessnge of death to 
Elijah, who seems to have been wait- 
ing at the gate (vv. 1, 2). This was 
clearly a bluff on Jeaebel's part. 
Tbougb Elijah bad courageously 
stood bffore tbe king and the i>rlests 
of Baal, lie now towered before tliN 
woman and fled for bis life. He seems 
to have ^lled at hia strongest point. 

1. • Elijah under the juniper tree 
(vv. 3-7). The Juniper tree was a 
shrub of the desert whicli afforded 
shelter and protection to travelers 
from the burning sun by day and the 
cold w ind by night. (1) His request 
(v. 4). This was that he might die. 
This was, no dou.bt, a foolish thing for 
him to say, but let us be^as consid 
erate toward him as was Ctod. The 
discouragement, and even desponden 
cy, of Elijah was due to the nervous 
strain of about four years of unusual 
service foc^'^Qodl, which culqlnated. 
on Mount Cirtfc^-'^judi nervous'^^ 

action is to be expected. (2) God's 
tender treatment (vv. 5-7). (a) He 
gave bim sleep (v. 5). "He glvetb 
His beloved sleep" (Psa. 127:2). (b) 
He sent an angel to cook BUJah's 
nteal (w. 6, 7). The angel of the Lord 
Is usually understood to he the sei 
ond member of the Holy Trinity. If 
this be correct, then we see Jehovah 
.Tesus preparing food for His servant 
Elijah, as He afterward did for His 
discouraged disciples by Galilee (.Tobn 
21:19). Ood again gave bim sleep 
and at the proper time again gave him 
food. Thoui^ Elijah wanted to die 
Cod ban something better for him 
for in a later day He met hlni with 
the "chariot of the Lord ' and took 
bim to heaven untouclted by death. 

2. Elijah at Horeh (vr. 8-14). 
(1) God's Interview with Elijah In 

the cave (vv. 9, 10). (a) God's ques 
tion (v. 9). "What doest thou here 
Elijali?" This was a stinging rebuke, 
though most kindly given. It laspUed 
that His appointed messenger was 
now far away from tbe field of duty 
Elijah was not where God wanted him 
but God sought him where be was. 
How blessed to know that "A God.- 
forsnking saint I* not a God-forsaken 
saint :" (b) F:iijab s answer (v. 10) 
Eiijah tried to vindicate himself by 
asserting his jealous loyalty to God- 
that In spite of all thta the pe<9l« 
had not only rejected his message 
and dishonored God. but had sought 
to destroy hini. (2) God's interview 
with Elijah on the Mount (vv. 11-14). 
While standing before the- Lord on 
the mount. God caused a mighty 
demonstratbm of wind, earthquake 
and fire to pass before him to show 
unto him the nature of the work which 
he had been doing for God, and to 
show him what was lacking in. Ills 
work for the fullest attainment of 
success. Elijah bad about him much 
of the whirlwind, eart^iQuake and fire. 
His wcii^ had been terrifying and 
alarmhig, but It lacked to genttabeas 
nnd love. 

II. Elijah's Return (vv. 15-18). 
Though ' Elijah had erred, Ctod 
brought him aggln Into BIm service. 

How comforting to know that God 
does not reject His servants because 
of their failures in times of despon- 
dency ! He deals with them after the 
motive of their hearts. Elijah was 
nourished and instructed by the Lord 
and tlien .sent on a liigb mission. God 
is a fine psychologist. He took Elijah 
out of himself by giving bim a new 
commission. The most healing mln- 
Istiy is that of work. Many bereaved 
ones have been lifted out of them- 
selves by active ministry to others. 
Before God would come in His chariot 
to take laijah home. He set him upon 
a threefold ministry: 

1. To anoint Hazael king over Syria 
(V. 15). 

2. To anoint Jehu king over Israel

Cannes, France. Jan. 9.TrTbe allied 
•npreme coonell planned lo begin con- 

•Ideratiou of the question of Germany's 
war i^eparations, in an atmosphere 
somewhat cleared by Friday's decision 
to get together with Russia and Ger- 
many In an international, financial and 
economic conference. The air of pes- 
simism noticeable immediately preced- 
ing the opening of the coOBCll was 
largely dissipated by the soceessful 
resnlts of the first day's session. 

The Belgian delegation has an- 
nounced that It will insist on Belgium's 
priority to 2,600,000,000 gold marks of 
the Oenaan reparations. This is re- 
garded as an important obfltede to 
the British plan, whicli the French 
are disposed to accept in part. 

Both the Belgians and the French 
are offfjumA to a motmto^um for Gar- 
many, but the French are Indined to 
agree to a reduction In the cash pay- 
ments, provided the difference is made 
dattvacies of reiMiratlona la Uad. 
British Favar Reduction. 

The British stick to their proposal 
to reduce the total payment due this 
year from 2,000,000.000 gold ouu-ka to 
500,000,000 marks on condition that 
materials be delivered to the value of 
2.000.000,000 gold marks. At this rate 
it will take five-years to pay the 
priority claimed by the Belgians, and 
France will have to wait that long 
before receiving any cash at all.

Speaker MacNeflPs motion was read 
as follows: 

"Tliat the Dail Eireanu affirms that 
Ireland Is a sovereign natlCB. deriving 
its sovereignty in ail reqwcts from the 
wfll of the people of Ireland ; that all 
the International relatitms of Ireland 
I are governed on the part of Ireland 
j by that sovert^n status, and all fa- 
cilities and accommotUitlon afforded by 
! Ireland to another state or coontry are 
' subject to til.' ri^'Iit of the Iri.sh gov- 
ernment to take care that the liberty 
! and well being of the people oC b<dand 
I are not endangered." « 
I The object of this motion was to as- 
' sert the principle that ratlflontion of 
the treaty was In accordance with in- 
' dependence. 

Harry Boland. Just back from the 
Uillted States, asked Cor a Tote of 
^ thanks for "the niRgnlflenBt s nppui I 
America has given us." 

Fighters in America. 
No (»e lutew better than Michael 
Collins, declared Boland, that there 
were 5,000 men iji America eaicer to 
; fight for Ireland and that many such 
' men had cbme badt to fiPriand and 
fought valiantly. 

Boland said be would have to admit 
that sentiment in .Vincrica favored the 
treaty, but many subscribers to the 
Irisli loan, would regard adoption of 
the treaty as a betrayal of their 
sympathy and sn^tort. He dedared 
acceptance of the treaty would he ani- 
clde for Ireland. 

Ireland, he ecmtinued. never has 
been and never could be beaten. If 
the treaty were adiH>ted she would 
never again ask the world for sup ps tt 
In the tight for freedom. 

riuland was cnthu.siastlcally ap- 
plauded when he took his seat 
McQrath for Treaty. 
Joseith M>-Ornth <>f Dublin ftillewed 
In support of the treaty. 

He created a sensation by stating 
that when he and Boiand went toGalr- 
loch, Scotland, on their last trip as 
messentters in tlic ni':.;orlation.s witli 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, Boland 
tuld him he- was going to AaMriea en 
behalf of Eamon ile Valera to prepare 
tiie people of America to accept "some- 
thing short of a republic." 

Iteplying to McUrath, De Valera said 
that because he wanted to be honest 
with the American people In- had told 
Boland to let them know he could not 
si'cure tlie "isolated rciMililIc" which 
wa.t Ireland's ideal, but that bis exter- 
nal association plan wnaid give Ire- 
land complete Independence. 

Anxiety in Ireland. 
.Vcute suspense and anxiety orer the 
chances for peace iHrevails as the re- 
sult of De Yalera's unexpected action 
In resigning as president of the Irish 
republic. 

Few among the Irish people are will- 
ing to doubt the sincerity of his ac- 
tion, but the general segard for Kim 
does not prevent many expressions of 
regret at his course. In the view of 
supporters of the peace treaty his ac- 
tion has seriously inqieriled the 
chances for iieace. 

Alarm is expressed In some quarters 
lest the waverers In the dail now will 
be. drawn to Mr. de Yalera^ Mb; and 
the treaty defieated. That acceptance 
ef the theety is considered paramount, 
despite the general re.«:pect for Mr. de 
Valera, Is shonn by the comments in 
the new^wpers, which appealed to the 
people over 'the president's head, says
